JAPANESE COINAGE. 


The Gold Standard Has not Yet Been 
Adopted. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—In view of 
a cablegram received at the, Japanese 
Legation today, the announcement re- 
cently made that Japan has adopted 
a gold standard seems to have been 
premature. Only a bill was introduced 
into the Diet for the adoption of a gold 
standard, with the following provision: 

The present gold yen, the standard 
coin of the country, will, according to 
this measure, be circulated at half its 
value until abolished by an edict of the 
‘Emperor. The subsidiary coinage of 
the country will remain untouched and 
free coinage be abolished from the date 
of the promulgation of this edict, which 
is set for October 1, 1897. 

The status of this bill up to date is 

merely that of any bill introduced into 
one house of our own Congress. It has 
not yet been passed and it is not cer- 
tain that it will be. 

The sentiment in Japan.favors a re- 
organization of the money system and 
during the past year a mixed commis- 
sion of bankers, merchants, politicians 
and professional men was appointed to 
consider the subject. Their report was 
by no means conclusive. Some favored 
the retention of free silver coinage, 
some were in favor of a ratio of 16 to 
1, such as was advocated in the last 
campaign in this country, while others 
favored the gold standard. The present 
bill is a compromise measure.

All on Account of an Innocent Little 
Telegram — Examiner Writers 
Before the Bar of the Senate. 
Further Delay Granted. | 


SACRAMENTO, March 8.—[Spec 
Dispatch.} The ends of “Long 
Green’s’’ smiles hunted each other at 
the back of his neck this afternoon. 
Al. Murphy walked like a man with 
the weight of Atlas lifted from his 
shoulders, and Levings—well Levings 
‘Was positively jovial. And all because 
of a little telegram which Senator 
Morhouse received from W. F. Herrin. 

~The Assembly Investigating Commit- 
tee took up- the examination of each 
individual Assemblyman toddy, but 
learned little new except from W. P. 
Boone of Dinuba, who testified that a 
reporter, whom he identified as: Lev- 
ings, was writing at lis (Boone’s) desk 
the night J udge Bridgford introduced. 
his bill bearing on the same subject 
as Caminetti’s, The reporter said 
something to him to the effect that he 
wished Bridgford had kept the bill ta: 
himself; as he (Leyings) was writing 
an article on the subject to appear in 
next morning’s paper,. The Examiner 
counsel have endeavored to prevent the 
identification of the writer of the ar- 
ticle; at least they ordered Levings 
the other day not to answer when he 
was asked if he was the author, but it 
was well-known to_ the newspapermen> 
that he was, ‘and “the testimony of. 
Boone. and others has suffciently fixed 
it in the minds of the committee: 

‘This afternoon Senator Morehouse 


| pSéna issued at the Examiner péo- 
ple’s request, and Levings ‘subsequently | 
described him as an “unwilling wit- 
ness.’ 

“We,” said Levition, referring to the 
Examiner counsel, “Jed him on step by 
step, gently; then we asked him if he 
had received a telegram. | He said ‘No,’ 
but afterward admitted that: ‘he had.” 

The telegram, which Morehouse sub- 
sequently turned over fo the commit- 
teé, was from W. F. Herrin at San 
Francisco. It read: ‘Please let up on 
your opposition to Assembly Bill 273. 
Explain when I'see you.” And this is 
why the Examiner people are jubilating 
tonight. Morehouse, the prosecutor; 
Morehouse, the man who has made 
biting speeches against the Monarch’s 
people, caught in a lie. That is what 
they will claim, and in big, bold type, 
tomorrow- will probably stamp him as 
a boodler of boodlers, who hesitating 
and crestfallen, finally had to yield up 
evidence damning.to himself. 

But it is all a farce. On February 
28, last, the day after the Examiner’s 
accusations first appeared, the Call of 
San Francisco contained an interview 
with Senator Morehouse, in which the 
following language appeared: | 

‘When it (A. B. 273,) came up on 
third reading, Senator Langford of San 
Joaquin came to me and said if I had 
no personal interest in the bill he 
wished I would vote for it, as it was 
a matter of great moment to him. ”~ I in- 
formed him I had no interest in the 
measure, one way or the Other, and 
while I did not believe personally in 
such legislation, I could not see that 
serious injury would result in passing 
the bill, therefore I would accommo- 
date him and vote for it. About thé 
same time I received a dispatch from a 
personal friend, saying that if I had 
no special interest in the bill it would 
be a matter of favor to him if I would 
support it, and not having any interest 
in it one way or the other, I cast my 
vote for the measure.” 

Here is the public announcement 
made while the charge was fresh that 
Sentaor Morehouse had received a tele- 
gram about this bill. What,'then, be- 
comes of the gloating of the Examiner 
people over the discovery of this tele- 
gram, and the claim that they forced 
an admission of its existence from an 
unwilling witness?

“That is one telegram. We want 
three more,” chirps in Col. Fred. 

Senator Morehouse said to the Times 
representative that Langford came to 
him just before roll call on the bill and 
asked if, he would not vote for it.

‘I make 
no secret of the fact that I am attorney 
for the railroad in Santa Clara county, 
and that Mr. Herrin is chief of the

to the latter’s wishes. 

Why, even the Honorable City Coun- 
cil'of Los Angeles made an effort to in- 
struct Southern members as to the 
proper course to proceed with in regard 


though it subsequently discovered it 
had made a mess of it. 

There is a growing belief that the 
Examiner is pursuing its reprehensible 
course in-respect to the investigation, 
in order to divide the Legislature on 
party lines- and make the question a 
political one. It is Known that just 
after Morehouse’s telegram was dis- 
closed, ‘‘Long Green’s’’ forces almost 
tumbled over themselves into the Gov- 
ernor’s office, and it is probable that 
a council of war was there held.

Senator Langford told the Times 
correspondent. that he supposed there

GREECE'S DEFI 
A Reply tothe Note ol 
the Powers. 


Creek Troops Will not Be With. 
drawn from Crete, 


The Hellenic Fleet Wi 
Be Recalle 


-However 


Noble Aims of the Powers Admitted, 


but Greece Deems it a Sacred 
Duty to Keep Her Soldiers in 
the Oppressed Island. .

ATHENS, March 8 —[By Atlantic 
Cable. Associated Press Copyright, 
1897.] The reply of Greece to the iden- 
tical notes of the powers, insisting 
upon the withdrawal of Greek troops 
from Crete and of the Greek fleet from 
Cretan waters, confirms, the forecast 
cabled exclusively to the Associated 
Press. | 

The correspondent of the Asosciated 


Press-learns that the reply of Greece} 


to the powers was finally drafted this 
morning, and was. sent to the. foreign 
delegations this afternoon. 

The Cabinet sat up all night in coun- 
cil, the members not returning to their 
homes until after daybreak today. 

The reply, after acknowledging re- 
ceipt of the identical notes of the pow- 
ers and recognizing the extreme grav- 
ity of possible results bound up in the 
situation, proceeds as follows: | 
«The government of His Majesty King 
George, having examined with the 
closest attention the points whereon 
the great powers beHMeve it a duty to 
submit to the powers its own opinion 
of the measures proposed by them, an 
opinion which is the outcome of long 
experience and profound knowledge of 
the Cretan situation and moved pro- 
foundly by these sentiments animating 
the powers and their solicitude for the 
general peace, the Greek government 
will not fail in its duty because Greece 
also has an ardent desire to contribute 
to the maintenance of peace and’to pre- 
serve from complete ruin islanders so 
sorely tried and so often. decimated. 


believe the proposed alitonomy Will) 


eurttornaity fail to respond to the 
noble intentions which. inspired it, and 
will suffer the same fate as many pre- 
vious . unsuccessful experiments in 
Crete. ” 


The reply refers to ithe six previous | 


insurrections in Crete and urges the 
unlikelbhood that the present proposals 
of the powers will terminate the state 
of revolution. 

It continues: 
the country, fire and sword in, the 
hands of the blind fanaticism will deci- 
mate a people who do not deserve such 
a fate. In the face of such a prospect 
our responsibility would be enormous 
if we failed earnestly to urge the pow- 
ers to restore to Crete what she already 
had at the time of the enfranchisement 
of the other Greek provinces and to 
lead her back to Greece, to whom she 
has properly belonged since Capo Is- 
trias was president. 

“In the .presence of recent sdcenes of 
massacre and pillage; the burning of 
Canea and the frightful anguish Chris- 
tians were exposed to and menaced by 
the boundless fury of Mussulmans, our 


whole country was torn with remorse. 


for its own responsibility. It assumed 
last year to persuade the Cretans to 
lay down their arms, but the misfor- 
tune which followed forbids us again 
to undertake such a task. Even had 
we attempted it, our voice would have 
been only a feeble echo and would not 
have reached the Cretan p ee ry 

“As autonomy would nat ullfill the 
noble aim of the powers, it is obvious 
what must be the situation of the un- 
happy islanders from today until the 
establishment of autonomy. If the 
powers persevere in their decisions in 
the face of the foregoing views, then 
in the name of humanity, as well as in 
the interests of Crete the pacifying of 
which is the unique object of the solic- 
itude of the powers, we do not hesitate 
to appeal to theh on the subject of an- 
other measure proposed by them, 
namely the return of our troops. 

“Indeed if the presence of foreign 
squadrons and the conviction that they 
prevent the landing of Turkish troops 
are deemed to render unnecessary the 
presence of the Greek fleet in Cretan 
waters, the presence of the Greek army 
in Crete is nevertheless shown to be 
desirable from sentiments of humanity 
and-in the interests of a definite restor- 


ation of order. 


“Duty forbids us to abandon the 
Cretans to the mercy of Mussulman 
fanaticism and to the Turkish tyranny, 
which also deliberately and intention- 
ally had shared in the aggressive acts 
of the populace against the Christians. 

“Moreover, if our own troops, which 
are worthy of the fullest confidence of 
the powers, had received a mandate to 
pacify the island, their desires and in- 
tentions would have been promptly re- 
ceived with the most perfect satisfac- 
tion. Then, order heing restored, i: 
would be possible “to ascertain the 
freely expressed desires of the Cre- 
tans for a decision as to their fate. 
The sorrows which have regularly re- 
curred in Crete for many decades not 


only profoundly agitate the Hellenic 


power, but interrupt also the social ac- 
tivity and gravity, disturb our domes- 
tic economy and the finances of: the 
state. Even if we admit the _possi- 
bility of forgetting for a single instant 
our community with the Cretans in re- 
ligion, race and blood, we could not in 
silence allow the great powers to as- 
sume th:t the Greek State is able lon- 
ger to resist such shocks.

LONDON, March 8.—The reply of 
Greece to the identical notes of the 
powers delivered at Athens Tuesday 
last, insisting upoh the withdrawal of 
the Greek troops.from Crete, and of 
the Greek fleet from Cretan waters, was 
received here at noon. It conforms to 
the forecast cabled exclusively by the 
Associated Press. A Cabinet, council 
was immediately held, after whicn the 
Marquis of Salisbury went to Windsor 
to consult the Queen, There was great 
animation at the Foreign Office. 
Nearly every ambassador caHed during 
the day. 

The reply of Greece ‘to the identical 
notes of the powers is regard in offi- 
cial circles here as of a most favor- 
able nature. Jt is believed the crisis 
will soon be ended, as the Greek note 
at least furnishes a basis upon which 
a compromise satisfactory to all con- 
cerned can be speedily reached. The 
Stock Exchange here and the bourses 
on the continent reflect a confident 
feeling. 


VERY GONCILIATORY. 


ATHENS, March 8.—The_ reply of 
Greece is conciliatory in tone,’ fully rec- 
ognizing the important objects the pow- 
ers have in view, and offering te with- 
draw her fleet from Cretan waters. 
Greece, however, points to the fact that 
it is impossible’for her to withdraw her 
troops fromthe island. Greece offcrs 
to place her troops in Crete under the 

control of the powers, in order that 
they may be available for the restora- 
tion of order. 

Referring to the statements made to 
the effect that the Cretans prefer au- 
tondmy to annexation to Greece, the 
government of Greece suggests that the 
Cretans be allowed to choose their own 
government. 

Greece, they reply, is convinced that 
autonomy will not pacify Crete, and 
another chapter im the horrors of Mus- 
sulman fanaticism will be added to the 
six periods of anarchy which have al- 
ready decimated the island:

PATRIOTIC GREEKS. 
Hellenes on the Pacific Coast Will 
Fight for Their King.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 8.—In re- 
sponse to queries relative to the number 
of Greeks resident upon the” Pacific 
Coast who are ready and fit for active 
service, the presidént-of the local Hel- 
lenic Society says: ‘“‘There are about 
a thousand Greeks*on the Coast. They 
are engaed in various business pursuits. 
Out of this number at least six hun- 
dred are willing to serve their coun- 
try, and here in this city 150 men have 
notified the Consul that they are ready 
to leave for Greece or Crete at a day’s 
notice. Several of these aré married, 
but that will not interfere with the de- 
parture.

They have 
been thinking over the proposition, and 
many of them feel that while the com- 
bination can be brought to work har- 
moniously on silver, it is doubtful 
whether they can agree upon a tariff 
policy.

This investigation was caused by a 
rate made of short duration between 
various competing carriers from Chi- 
cago to Colorado common points, dur- 
ing which the tariffs in a few instances 
were reduced on (fifth-class mer- 
chandise from 92 cents to 30 cents, with 
out any corresdonding reduction to in- 
termediate noints. 

The hearing attracted some attention 
at the time, for the reason that Aldace 
F. Walker, a former member of the 
commission, and then receiver of the 
Atchison road, undertook to justify his 
action on the ground that the law was 
being secretly violated by thé compet- 
ing lines. and for that reason he was 
at liberty to meet the rate at compet- 
ing points, without regard to the rule 
of the “long and short haul clause”

enforced, and for that reason he was it 
liberty to disregard it.

MURDER AMONG THE SOUTHERN 
-PACIFIC’S CHIHUAHUA INDIANS. 


Great Railroad Guns Aiming This 
Way —Suits of Stolen Clothes. 
Ontario Wants to Issue More 
Bonds, 


SAN BERNARDINO, March 8— 
{Regular Correspondence.] The return 
of Coroner Keating from the investi- 
gation of the murder at South Eti- 
wanda takes all the romance out of 


of drunken brawl killings. The mur- 
derer is now in jail and will be taken 
to Ontario Tuesday for the preliminary 
examination. His name is Francisco 
Moreno, while the name of the mur- 
dered man is Gabrielle Saucerdo, as 
nearly as the Coroner could obtain it, 
as none of the gang could read or write 
and the name was spelled out by sound. 
The principals in the affair are part 
of a Southern Pacific construction crew, 
and are Chihuahua Indians, brought 
across the line on a labor contract and 
have been working along from El Paso 


South Etiwanda, where they are 


putting in a new siding for the com- 
pany. In the outfit are about sixty 
men and fifteen women. 


her. The cause of the affray was a 
liberal supply of wine from the Wies- 
land winery, and as Saturday was pay- 


ous from the wine. Moreno came along 


his pistol off as a sort of a bluff, and 


right anterior shoulder, passing through 
both lungs and lodging in the cavity, 
“death being caused by internal hem- 
‘orrhage. Coroner Keating, Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Rolfe, with a_ steno- 
grapher and interpreter, made a thor- 
ough investigation of the case, and 
the verdict of the jury was the charge 
of willful murder against Francisco 
‘Moreno. The whole party have been 
a menace to the peace of the country 
all the way since entering it from Mex- 
ico, and they have committed many 
depredations, getting drunk and terror- 
izing the neighborhood wherever lo- 
cated. The story of the prisoner is that 
the killing is accidental, as he fired at 
another Indian, who was assaulting 
Saucerdo with a knife, and had stabbed 
the latter, but hit the wrong man. An 
examination of the dead man shows 
that there is no truth in such a story, 
as the only wound on him is that made 
by the bullet.

HE SWEARS OFF ON WRESTLING 
AND BOXING EXERCISE, 


Mua Running is His Specialty—Cor- 
 bett’s Clever Work with His 
Gloves—Fitzsimmons Joined 
by His Family.

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) - 
CARSON, March 8.—From ‘now uftil 
he steps into the ring, Bob Fitzsimmons 
will do no more wreStling, and very 
little, if any, boxing. He declared him- 
self to this effect at the conclusion of 
his -morning’s work. Fitzsimmons 
trains on methods as unconventional as 
those upon which he fights, and he has 
never made any pretense of boxing 
while In preparation for his battles. He 
has, since he has been at Cook’s ranch, 
done more boxing than at any. other 
time when in training, but he has now 
cut this to a minimum. Wrestling, he 
declares, if done violently, is apt to 
strain the forearms and, as Fitzsim- 
mons himself puts it, “I would not be 
able to lick a teaspoon, let alone a 
big fellow like Corbett, if my fore- 

arms happened to be in bad shape.” 
Early this morning Fitzsimmons de- 
clared that he would do a little road 
work as the mud was frozen and the 
going was not so bad, but as soon as 
the sun got fairly over the mountain 
tops, it created mud in the roads at 
the rate of an inch a minute, and Fitz- 
Simmons gave up his idea of trotting 
through the slush and concluded to do 
his morning’s work within doors. He 


first- tried his handball court for the 


better portion of two hours, playing 
alternately .with Stelzner and Hickey 
and making the games fast and furi- 
ous. Fitzsimmons is a long distance 
in the rear of Corbett as a player of 
handball, but he managed to get as 
much exercise out of it as the latter 
derives from his more pretentious 
game.

Fitzsimmons, on the other 
hand, regards handball as a mild sort 
of. diversioh, and he does more fooling 
around the court than aciual playing. 
It is a common freak of his to make a 
rush for the ball and, stopping mid- 
way, indulge in a wild wrestle with 
anybody that happens at the moment 
to be within reach: of his long arms. 
At the conclusion of his work in the 
handball court, ¢ Fitzsimmons donned 
the gloves and went at it with Hickey 
as an antagonist. Then he took on 
Roeber for three rounds and Stelzner 
The work was very 


for as many more. 
fast, and at its conclusion Fitzsimmons 
J announced that he“was prepared to do 


a little wrestling with Ernest Roeber. 
They tugged back and forth across the 
gymnasium for the larger part of an 
hour, and then Fitzsimmons took his 
rub-down and sat down to wait for 
The appetite of ‘the big 
Australian is something to wonder at, 
and although he is very careful in what. 
‘he eats, he gets away with an enormous 
amount of provender in a day, when it 
is considered that he has presumably 
but one stomach. 

After dinner Fitzsimmons went into 
the yard, where he proceeded to play 


| with the big dog which he admires so 


much, and which everyb else, with- 
out exception, would delight in seeing 
turned into sausage meat. Stelzner 
was in a big swing back of the house 
moving gently back and forth when 
Fitzsimmons and the dog came into the 
yard, and Fitzsimmons with a yell of 
delight called the dog’s attention to the 
fact that Stelzner was using the swing.

-body. and driving him all over the 
place. McVey with his wrestling and 
pushing and tugging same next and 
Edgren and Woods brought up the 
rear. Then everything began all over 
again and was gone through in much 
the same manner as hefore, save that 
Corbett, instead of going after Jeffries 
kept that gentleman going after him. 
Again and again Jeffries rushed and 
made desperate efforts to land, but not 
once could he,reach the champion. 
There can be no disputing that Cor- 
bett is the finest judge of distance 
when it comes to boxing, of any man 
in the ring, and it is difficult to see 
how any man could ever have been his 
superior. Again and again he would 
move back so slightly that it seemed 
as though Jeffries must certainly land 
with effect, but Corbett’s face was 
always just out of reach. Sometimes 
Jeffries’s glove would’ just’ graze his 
face, sometime missing it by the frac- 
tional of .an inch, and then by one foot 
or three feet. He always missed it by 
just as much as Corbett seemed to 
wish to have him. Corbett is. the grand 
master of the art for getting away 
from a punch and to keep from being 
punched is to a man in his line of busi- 
ness, the next thing to punching the 
other fellow. It may not be a winner 
of fights, but it is a tolerably sure 
preventative from losing them. 

In the afternoon Corbett went 
through the same programme that he 
has carried out for so many days, 
spending the time after lunch in read- 
ing and answering his letters, and in 
the late afternoon going through much 
the same line of work as in the morn- 
ing, only in a more elaborate fashion, 
beginning with the pulley on which he 
works up the muscles of: his arms and 
hands and winding. up with the sixteen 
rounds of boxing and wrestling, all 
gone through without a rest or relaxa- 
tion of any kind. 

A NEW THING. 


The one new thing in Carson today 
was that it did not snow. The clouds 
hung over the mountains all day, but 
they failed to make any contribution 
to the miserable condition of the coun- 
try roads and the streets of Carson 
City.

WORK FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 


There is one suggestion that has not 
yet been made by any of the local 
economists who have been addressing 
The Times on the matter of the un- 
employed. It is the cutting of grass 


for sale to livery stables, draymen and} 


private families who keep horses for 
amusement on the roads. There are 
lots of old horses that are to be found 
in this city that are past general utility 
yet able to do good service in this re- 


spect for the next fifteen or twenty days, 
There are also several dozen old wagons 


to be hired, at one place and another, 


a cost of not. to exceed 50 cents per 
day, 


while the horse would be well 
let for a-dollar, including his hay at 
morning and night and a little barley 
at noon. Let three men get such a rig 
as this and go in “cahoots” on the busi- 
ness. Oné man cuts the grass, another 
delivers it with the horse and wagon, 
while the third one-soticits the orders 
and collects. There would,be no dif- 
ficulty in disposing of ten loads per 
day at 75 cents pér load—almost any 
business man who keeps a horse would 
‘be glad to take two loads per week at 
that price—and the “three men would 
make good wages at it for the next 
three weeks. 

But where’ will you go to get the 
grass, the reader will ask? In reply 
we would say that there must be in 
and about Los Angeles not less than 
one thousand acres, one way and an- 
other, of vacant lots, bought purely for 
speculative purposes by men who do 
not contemplate building upon them 
but are merely holding them for a rise. 
of course, there are sorffe of thése lots 


“that are already owned by expressmen 


or draymen or people who keep cows 
and pasture them as near home as pos- 
sible. In. such cases the unemployed 
would be obliged to go elsewhere. Now 
suppose that three men should hire an 
old horse and wagon in this way and 
go to grass-cutting for a living. Ten 


- loads of grass per day would be $7.50. 


Deduct from that $1 for the hire of the 
horse and 50 cents for the use of the 
wagon, making $1.50, that would still 
leave them $2 apiece for the day’s 
work. Or even if they had to pay $1.50 
for the horse and $1 for the use of the 
wagon, it would still leave $5 to. be 
divided between three. of them, which 


_ is equal to $1.66 apiece and that is a 


great deal better than lying around 
and doing nothing. There is many a 
man out of work in this town who 
would have no difficulty in getting a 
suitable horse and wagon for this pur- 
pose, just on his looks. 

Then again, at this season, a great 
many people are working their gardens 
up and planting new flowers, if not 
vegetables. These same men coulg oc- 
casionally make wages in hauling 
away manure from the stables and sell- 
ing it to people-who want to renovate 
their gardens. “The: liverymen of our 
city are, as a class, men who believe in 
the principle of “‘live and let live” and 
who would not charge the poor fellows 
anything for the manure amassed in 
the stables. Again, about all the 
buildings in process of construction 
throughout the city there is a good 
deal of lime and plaster that goes to 
waste. This is good material to put 
on gardens, mixed’ equally with stable 
manure. It kills off the bugs and, at 
the same time, does not injure the 
plants. 

an‘°office could be opened for the 
purpose of helping these men to earn a 
few honest dollars in this way; an 
order book for grass and manure could 
be kept for their benefit, so that peo- 
ple who wanted a load of fresh grass 
for their teams or a load of manure 
for their gardens, could leave their 
orders on the slate and there would 
end all their care in the matter. Buiki- 
ing contractors who had refuse lime 
and plaster left over could also leave 
their orders and it would be removed 
free of cost to them. ae 

In a state of affairs such as we have 
among us at present, every sugges- 
‘tion of this sort should be kindly re- 
ceived, whether it be adopted or not. 
Other cities have different thods of 
helping the poor to get a living. Mel- 
bourne, whose clean streets are the 
pride of every colonist, has what are 
called ‘‘orderly bins’’ at each street 
corner. On each block are wo boys 
with small brooms and short-handled 
shovels, to shovel up all dirt as fast 
as dropped in the street. Carts come 
along and empty these bins every two 

hours, carrying the sweepings into 
yards outside the city limits where it 
is properly rotted for garden use. Los 
Angeles could establish these orderly 
bins on Spring, Broadway and Main 
streets, at a trifling expense and much 
to the health and reputation of the 
city.» If there is a much dirtier street 
than Spring, after the noon hour, in any 
American city of our size, The Times 
has failed to notice it.

TARIFF AND CITRUS FRUITS. 


The Redlands Horticultural Club, 
through a committee appointed for the 
purpose, has prepared and forwarded 
to the Committee on Ways and Means 
of the House of Representatives a re- 
quest for a protective duty of 1 cent 
‘per pound on citrus fruits. The com- 
mittee’s statement’ is backed by facts 
which seem unanswerable. It recites 
that in the Redlands district alone 
there are planted upward of 18,000 
acres of orange and lemon trees, repre- 
senting. an invested capital of more 
than $10,000,000; that the industry is 
comparatively new, less than 50 per 
cent. of the groves being yet in bearing 
sufficiently: to repay the cost of culti- 
vation; and that citrus~fruits have 
never had thé consideration in protec- 
tive legislation to which they are 
justly entitled. 

It is pointed out that duties are laid 
upon other fruits by the pound and 
tupon citrus fruits by the box, and in 
bulk, which plan has led to unjust, 
though probably unintentional, dis- 
criminations against the industry. In 
support of this proposition an interest- 
ing table is submitted, giving the du- 
ties on certain products under the 
McKinley law. This table shows in 
a striking manner the inequality and 
inadequacy of the tariff on citrus fruits 
as compared to other fruits and prod- 
ucts named, The “table is herewith

It is further pointed out by the com- 
mittee that all the products of the-last 
list in the table aré raised in one sea- 
son, Whereas citrus orchards require 
six years to yield an income. Their 
fruits are meeting an_ increasingly 
strong. competition, and are certainly 
entitled to as full protection as the 
products of established industries. The 
capital investment is much larger in 
the production of citrus fruits, propor- 
tionately to the value of the product, 
than it is in the production of other 
fruits, and this fact should not be 


duty. 

The coritention of the New York 1m- 
porters, that “the oranges grown in 
California are of superior quality, and 
are so much more attractive in appear- 
ance than the oranges imported from 
foreign countries that the two products 
are scarcely competitive,” is shown to 
be false by tables compiled from the 
records of sales in New York and Chi- 
cago. Prices for eight kinds of for- 
eign oranges are quoted, five of which 
fare greater and three less, than the 
prices quoted for California seedlings; 
while two are greater and six less than 
for fancy California navels. In this 
connection the committee will say that 
“When it is contended that the supe- 
rior quality of our fruit will command 
a good market in spite ef large for- 
eign importations, it should be remem- 
bered that our fancy brands of Wash- 
ington Navels are the result of culling 
out 15 to 40 per cent., and that none 
but absolutely perfect fruit of this 
sort commands high prices; the lower 
grade navels;. other ‘varieties and our 
seedlings canstituting: the, bulk of our 
oranges, and ‘all our lemons‘come into 
direct competition with. the foreign- 
grown, to our great detriment.” 

_ From the foregoing it will be seen 
that the request for a duty of 1 cent 
per pound on citrus fruits is not at all 
unreasonable. With adequate protec- 
tion California could within a few 
years produce alli the citrus fruits con- 
sumed in the United States. When we 
take into consideration the fact that 
the McKinley duty on grapes was 2 
cents per pound, on raisins and figs 2% 
cents, on walnuts 3 cents, and on other 
fruit products proportionately “high, it 


been treated fairly. A duty of 1 cent 
per pound on this class of products 
would not be excessive, and it is 
needed to makes the industry prosper- 


ous.

TO UNDO A WRONG. 


The citrus-fruit-growers in Southern 
California have been trying to get Con- 
gress to allow them a reasonable tariff 
on imported citrus fruits, so that they 
could compete in a fair measure with 
the orange and lemon-growers of Eu- 
rope. For that purpose they have sent 
a delegation to Washington, to present 
their case before the Ways and Means 
Committee, and show the reason why 
they ask protection for this industry. 
The outlook was good, but at the last 
moment there came news from the 
northern part of the State that a con- 
vention of fruit-growers at Sacramento 
had asked a duty of only one-half that 
which was requested by the orange- 


growers of Southern California. That 


is to say, they asked only 20 cents per 
cubic foot, as against 40 cents per 
cubic foot, which was asked by the 
orange-growers of this section. More- 
over, this request of the northern frult- 
growers was indorsed by the Legisla- 
ture. 

When it is considered that the meet- 
ing of fruit-growers in Sacramento did 
not include a_ single orange-grower 
from the southern part of the State, it 
must be considered somewhat singular 
that. such action ontheir part should 
be sent forward to Washington as the 
official request of the citrus-fruit-grow- 
ers of California. The State Legisla- 
ture will be asked to rescind its action 
in this connection, and it should do so. 


NO APPROPRIATION FOR OMAHA.: 


The news comes from Sacramento 
that the Senate has Knocked out the 
proposition for an appropriation for a 
State exhibit at the Transmississippi 
Exposition in Omaha. It is understood 
that this action comes from the San 
Francisco delegation in the Senate. The 
southern counties expected something 
of this sort, and they have not been 
disappointed. The northern part of the 
State does not seem to ;appreciate the 
benefits which arise from advertising 
our resources among outsiders. When 
it is not indifferent, it is antagonistic. 
Under such conditions, Southern Cali- 
fornia can only expect to “go it alone,” 
as the saying is. We shall doubtitess 
make a very fine exhibit at Omaha, 
but it will be a Southern California 
exhibit.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 
Room for Unemployed in the ,Coun- 
PASADENA, March 6, 1897.--[To the 


Editor of The Times:] I see you are. 


trying to find work for the unemployed. 
The experience of many is that these 
same men could find work if they really 
wanted it. There never has been a 
time when farmers had such trouble in 


ing the past year. The men don’t want 
to leave the town and would rather 
stay theré in want than go into the 
country and work on a farm or ranch. 
I send a clipping from the Minneapolis 
Times written by E. A. Fay, who is at 
the head of the Associated Charities of 
that city, which speaks for itself. Fol- 
lowing is the communication of Mr. 
ay. Cc. E. EASTMAN. 

“A few days ago P. V. Collins of the 
Northwestern Agriculturist called tif 
attention of the public, through’ the 
newspapers, to the plan he has inaugu- 
rated to bring together at the farms of 
the Northwest the farmer in need of 
help and the unemployed of the cities. 

“In answer to his request for an as- 
sistant to work with me in carrying on 
the work during his absence, I have re- 
ceived applications from eight compe- 
‘tent persons, two of them ladies, all of 
whom volunteered their services. One 
is now at work, and does all that is re- 
quired at present. I shall hope to give 
through the press from time to time an 
idea of the places to be filled and the 
kind of people wanted to fill them. Iam 
more and more becoming convinced 
that a large part of the solution of the 
problem of poverty in the cities must 
be solved by the removal of much of 
the surplus population to the country. 

“A few days since I met a_ friend 
whom I had not seen or known of for 
two‘years. He held at one time a good 
position with the street-railway com- 
pany, but lost it, and finally betook 
himself and family into the country 
fifty-six miles west from Minneapolis. 
He took twenty acres of land, and 
started a poultry farm. Last week he 
came to me ‘to hire a man and wife to 
assist him, and to live on an adjoining 
property he now owns. He disposes of 
fancy poultry stock as fast as he can 
raise it, never can keep any ahead, and: 
contracts all his eggs to a Minneapolis 
firm for 2% cents a dozen above the 
city quotations on the day of shipment. 
The purchaser furnishes the eases and 
all freight charges. His garden, cows 
and pigs, together with the chickens, 
furnishes a great part of his living. He 
_is happy and contented, and has a 
bank account that is continually grow- 
ing. He is no better or more capable 
than hundreds of men in this city, who 
today are hungry, ill-housed and _in- 
sufficiently clothed. 

“TI had recently a conversation with a 
man who owns a farm in Southern Min- 
nesota, one of the best farming regions 
in the West. He rents the farm at pres- 
ent, but his business takes him among 
the farmers of that district and North- 
ern Iowa. He has just returned from a 
trip in that section, and reports farm- 
ers as suffering from lack of proper 
help. They say a good man cannot be 
had. Wages are small, of course, at 
this season, but a good, comfortable liv- 
ing and a little more, is offered to any 
man who is willing to do the usual win- 
ter work of an ordinary farm. The 
farmers are complaining bitterly against 
the treatment Minneapolis has accorded. 
tramps this winter. As soon as it was 
known that the city had a_ place to 
lodge ‘and feed them, they left their 
jobs and rushed for the metropolis. In- 
cidents are cited where men had broken 
edéntracts and gone to the cities. The 
farmers say that the city treatment of 
single men has made them unfit for 
farm work, and they cannot obtain a

‘from the farms of the East: 
are wondering what we are going to do 
with the unemployed, they are wonder- 
ing how they are going to get along 
without them. This element lives on a 
few cents a day at the most if he gets 
work, and he can earn that amount in 
an hour or two, and has all the rest of | 
the timé for idleness. If he don’t earn 
it, it is no matier, he can get ‘hand- 
outs’ or meal tickets, and can sleep on 
chairs at the mission. 

“IT am coming to believe that there is 
a good deal of foolish sentimentality in 
the care of the unemployed single men. 
When they are made to work and work 
hard for all they get, and are refused 
aid except in sickness or misfortune, 
they will go back to the farms and 
stay there. Men with families should 
be encouraged to go into the country, 
and to all classes who go, we should in- 
sist that if they go, they should remain, 
and not drift back to the. city on the 
first wave of adversity. This city is 
more than full, there is not enough 
work ,to go around, and some of those 
who are now simply consumers, must 
join, if they would prosper, the ranks 
of the producers.” 


The Siege of the Alamo.. 


EL: MONTE, March 3, 1897.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] The thrilling 
story. of the heroes of the Alamo, by 
Henry G. Tinsley in The Times of last 
Sunday, has been read with keen inter- 
est by a large number of the old Texans 
in this part of the county,. for every 
patriot in the Lone Star State holds 
the memories of the Alamo very dear to 
heart. | 

It may be interesting to the readers 
of The Times to’know that there are 
several persons residing in and about 
Los Angeles who lost dear ones in the 
awful massacre at the Alamo, on March 
6, 1836, and that every year, on March 
6, a company of the old-time Texans 
meet somewhere in this locality to 
honor the memory of the 185 heroes who 
gave up their liyes at the Alamo. This 
week the compdafiy will meet at the 
ranch home ‘of Peter Allison. Sidney 
Lanier’s rousing poem is always read 
at these Alamo memorial meetings, 
and we talk over old times in the old 
State ‘“‘before the war.”’ Then there is 
a dinner, followed by patriotic songs 
and a social time. 

Mrs. George Stevenson, who lives with 
a grand-daughter near Pasadena, is a 
widow of one of the young heroes, who 
walked across Col. Travis’s-line in the 
adobe earth (as fascinatingly felated by 
Mr. Tinsley,) in the Alamo, and thereby 
signified his wish to die there with his 
compatriots. She was 18 years old, 
and a bride of but half a year, when the 
‘Alamo massacre took place. Harvey 
“M. Paine of East Los Angeles is the 
oldest son of Lieut. Paine. who was 
shot to death at the Alamo on March 6, 
and Mrs. Edwards of El Monte is a 
daughter of James Phelps, whose body 
was found across that of brave, bluff old 
Davy Crockett when Santa Ana’s mob 
of soldiers rushed into the Alamo to 
battle and cut to death the wounded.

WAR IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


OLUTIONIS®S, | 
Federal Forces Defeated in a Great 


Battle — Brazilian Troops De- 
feated by Fanatics — Rebellion | 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, March &—The corre: 
spondent of the Herald in Montevideo 
telegraphs that the authorities of many 
important towns in the republic have 
openly given their adherence to the in- 
surgent standard, offering aid in men 
and arms. This adds greatly to the 
Strength of the revolution, and in- 
creases the seriousness of the situation. 

The government at Monteviedo has 
dispatched to the interior a vast quan- 
tity of arms, and is hastening the mob- 
ilization of the full strength of the Na- 
tional Guard. The government is more 
in earnest at this time in increasing 
the force in the fleld, as it is known that 
an engagement has occurred in the in- 
terior, in which the Federal troops were 
defeated. Many wounded soldiers have 
already arrived in Montevideo, but the 
officials will not give any information. 

It is stated, however, that the battle 
occurred at San José, on the southern 
coast, and was severe. It is officially 
announced that an engagement of less 
magnitude occurred in Tacuarembo. 
The government forces are gaid to. 
have been defeated there, also. The 
revolutionists are known to have nearly 
nine thousand men under arms. The 
government has about five’ thou- 
sand troops already in the field, 
and these can be reinforced at any 
moment by 4000 Federal police, as well 
as citizens subject to military orders; 
and who are being rapidly mobilized. 
It.is, however, true that thousands of 
those who would be called upon to 
serve in the ranks of the’ National 
Guard are fleeing to neighboring coun- 
tries.

FOR NEW BERTHS, 


A Chief and a Deputy Inspector to 
Be Paid Good Salaries Under the 
New Law Governing the Oil Dis- 
trict—No More Cables Acress the 

Streets, 


When the City Council met in regu- 
Alar session yesterday morning, all the 
man Blanchard, who put in an appear- 
ance a few minutes later. 

The first order of business (was the 
reading of the following message from 
‘the Mayor: 

“To the Honorable City Council: 
The inclosed ordinance, entitled 
ordinance providing for the number of 
employés in the Health Office and fix- 
ing the amount of their compensation,’ 
approved by your honorable body Feb- 
-_ruary 23, 1897, is hereby returned with- 
out my signature. 

. “With this ordinance in effect, the 
Board of Health would be little more 

_ than a figurehead. Previous Boards of 
Health have complained frequently of 
being hampered in their work by rea- 
son of the fact that they were not 
given power énough. And now it is 
proposed by this measure to rob the 
Board of Health of even appointive 
and removal power in the matter of 
deputyships. ° 

“The Board of Health is a body en- 
tirely different from any other body 
in the city government. It is composed 
of men who are devoting their lives 


to a calling that makes them eligible 


for appointment to the official position 
they now hold. The Board of Police 
Commissioners, the Board of Fire Com- 
sioners and the Board of Park Com- 
sioners is each composed of men not 
engaged in a particular line of busi- 
ness that peculiarly fits them for serv- 
ing. Any good citizen may be ap- 
pointed to one of these boards. With 
the Board of Health it is entirely dif- 
ferent, the charter expressly providing 
- that three of the members ‘shall be 


ates of some reputable medical col- 
ege.’ 
_ “TI do not think it was the intention 
of your honorable body when it 
opted this ordinance to assume that 
t was best qualified to determine as 
to: those who should assist the Board 
of Health in the very responsible work 
with which it has been intrusted. Yet,

“Every business man knows that his 
rouse ‘would' seen “be in’ bankruptcy if 
“the men in the establishment were se- 
lécted by some outside person, these 
employés feeling—as they unquestion- 
ably would—that they were responsible 
for their acts only to the person that 
_ftad employed, them. Such being the 
case in a private business, how -és it 
to be expected that.a Board of-Héaith, 
or any other board, for that “matter, 
is to conduct its department as it 
should be conducted under similar cir- 
cumstances? 

“Independence and insubordination 
are certain of development where men 
are not held directly responsible to 
the body having the power to remove 
them at its pleasure. The very great- 
est harmony possible should prevail at 
all times in the Health Office. This 
condition is absolutely necessary; with- 
out it the board with which the man- 
agement of the department tas been 
intrusted becomes, as I have already 
said, little more than a figurehead. 

“No one can question but the present 
Board of Health has the best Interests 
of the city at heart, and that the 
board in appointing the deputies now 
in the department did so knowing that 
it would be severely criticised if the 
men selected were not men well fitted 
for the work. The board is directly re- 
sponsible to the taxpayers of the city 
for all the acts of the department. 

. “A elity so large as ours must have 
the best of sanitary regulations, and 
the Council instead ef crippling the 
efficiency of the department which is 
intrusted with the difficult work of 
enforcing these regulations, should 
ve. even «reater power than it does. 
sincerely trust that your honor- 
able body will give this subject your 
most earnest consideration before tak- 
final action.”

’ Councilman Hutchison asked him if it 
took much time to investigate the fit- 
ness and qualifications of the em- 
ployes. He also wanted to know if the 
Board. of Health appointed these men, 
insinuating that their names were sug- 
gested by the Mavor dnd that in fact 
the board did nothing. but ratify the 
Mayor's choice of names. 

Dr. Moore was innocent of any 
knowledge of such facts because he 
was in Mexico at the time the inspec- 
tors were elected. 

Cc. C. Wright appeared in behalf of 
the board and argued at some length 
the coristruetion of the charter, relat- 
ing torthese appointments. He denied 
that he represented any of the em- 
ployés in any way. He cited section 124 
of the charter, emphasizing particularly 
that portion which says that the Coun- 
cil may regulate the number of em- 
ployés to be used by the health board. 
Mr, Wright also contended that the 
terms of this section of the-charter 


having provided the method of appoint- 


ment by the Board of Health, when au- 
thorized by ordinance of the Council, 
were exclusive of any other method of 
appointment. The Council might limit 
or extend the number, but had no legal 
right to appoint. 

Isadore B. Dockweiler supported Mr. 
Wright’s contention. The Council had 
the right to designate the number, 
but could not name the personnel of 
the employés. | 
' The resolution adopted two weeks a 
by the Board of Health remonstrating 
with the Council against its purpose to 
charge the method of appointment was 
read. These were - the resolutions 
adopted by the board immediately after 
the ordinance was passed through the 
Council on February 24. There was no 
argument among the Councilmen, and 
not a word was said in support of the 
Mayor’s position. 

When the ordinance was put upon its 
passage it was carried by a vote of 
7 to 2, Councilman Nickell and Presi-

The report of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners was then read.

“The attention of your honorable body 
is called to the fact of the expiration 
of the city’s contract with 'the Los An- 
geles Paving Company for the con- 
struction of asphalt crosswalks expires 
March 7, 1897. sk 

“In the matter of widening Wilson 
street from Sacramento street to His- 
cock & Smith’s Second Addition, the 
report of the commissioners, together 
with the plat of the assessment district, 
was filed January 21, 1897. Notice of 
the filing of said report and plat was 
published February 3, 1897. The last 
day on which protests could be filed 
was. on March 3, , No protests 
have been received. It will now be in 
order for your honorable body, if you so 
see fit, to adopt the report of the com- 
missioners.”’ 

The reports of the City Treasurer and 

Tax and License Collector were referred 
to. the Finance Committee. 
_The report of the City Engineer was 
adopted and the following ordinances 
of intention were passed by the Council 
on his recommendation: To open Ver- 
mont avenue from Adams street south; 
to establish the grade of Washington 
street, from Hoover to Budlong avenue; 
to establish the grade of Adams street 
from Howland to Western avenue; to 
establish the grade of Rosedale avenue 
from Twenty-second to Adams street; 
to establish the grade of Eastlake ave- 
nue from Henry street to Alhambra 
avenue. 

The report of Police Court Clerk Kin- 
sey for the month of February was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee, as 
was the report of City Justice D. C. 
Morrison, also the reports of the City 
Clerk for the month of February, and 
Police Judge M.-T. Owens. 

IJnder suspension of the rules the 
Oil Well Committee was allowed to 
make its report. The ordinance which 
was. drafted after prolonged confer- 
ences with the oil operators and prop- 
erty-owners of the oj] district was sub- 
mitted by the committee and recom- 
mended for immediate passage, upon 
the repeal of conflicting ordinances now 
in force. 

Councilman Mathuss submitted an 
amendment relating to the stretching 
of ropes and cables across the streets. 
After some debate the following amend- 
ment to section D, was read: 

“Section D. “It shall ‘be unlaw- 
ful for eny. rson, firm or ecor- 
poration .to place, stretch, main- 
tain, or keep across any portion 
of the graded streets or sidewalks 
of the said city, any ropes, wires 
or cables,in any block where there is a 
pumping plant provided for the pump- 
‘Ing of wells*in that block. In blocks 
where no pumping plants are located, 
no wires, ropes or cables shall cross 
any stfeet or sidewalk, unless such 
ropes, wires or cables are supported at 
least seventeen feet above such streets, 
and upon such substantial posts and 
appliances that such ropes, wires or 
cables shall not at any time sag below 
such height of seventeen feet or fall 
upon said street when broken or dis- 
connected.”’ 

Councilman Toll seconded the amend- 
ment, Councilman Baker argued that 
this amendment implied the multiplica- 
tion of engines, because no central en- 
gine could be used for pumping and 
each well..must have its own engine. 
President Silver left the chair to ex- 
press his support of the amendment. 


He said that the overhanging of power 


wires was a menace to life and they were 
maintained only for the benefit of a 
few persons who were engaged in the 
business of pumping oil to the detri- 


ment of the citizens and residents of 


the oil district. 

James Burdett stated that it was 
a surprise to him and his friends 
among thé property-owners that there 
should exist a Council which was dis-. 
posed to prevent the continuance of the 
oil nuisance. Personally he preferred 
the suspended wires to innumerable 
small engines. In regard to fire protec- 
tion, he said that he had been warned 
by the. insurance companies that pol- 
icies would be declared void whenever

a property. Of the two evils of more 
ually he preferred the latter. 
Councilman Nickell was of the same 
opinion, because he thought the oil 
operators would- take advantage of 
every legal loophole and must be sur- 
rounded with impregnable restrictions. 


Oil Company argued from his own ex- 
perience that there were special privi- 
leges to be accorded to some persons 
under the amendment. Those who had 
invested in pumping plants were to be 
greatly interfered with.» Councilman 
Toll thought that there would be no 
great hardship imposed upon any one 
by the abolition of the, right to hang 
Wires over the streets. On the other 
hand, any plant could operate within 
the block in which it was situated. 
Councilman Hutchison smelled a mo-

The amendment was finally adopted 
by a vote of 6 to 3, Councilmen Baker, 
Blanchard and Hutchison voting in the 
negative.

Graves et al., asking that the wholesale 
fruit venders be allowed to dispose of 
perishable fruit on the streets after the 
hour of 10 a.m., we respectfully recom- 
mend that the petition be granted, and 
that the City Attorn be instructed to 
present an amendment to the existing 
ordinance permitting the sale of fruit 
eg the streets after the hour of 10:30 
“In the matter of petition No. 208 
from*Clark & Bryan et al., asking for 
a reduction of. existing telephone rates 
in the city, ‘your committee, after a 
conference with the local manager of 
the Sunset Telephone Company, and 
in the presence of a very full states 
ment, showing the operations of this 
company during the period of 1892 to 
1896, beg leave to report that it is made 
very evident that the present rates 
do not produce any return over and 
above expense of maintenance and op- 
eration. 

“Your committee was especially grat- 
ified at the very nk and full state- 
ment. rendered by’ Sunset Tele- 
phone Company and the _ readiness 
evinced to furnish all information nec- 
essary to enable your committee to 
obtain the proper opinion as to the 
justness of the existing rates. 
“We recommend that the report of 
the clerk of Department Two of the 
Police Court for the month ending Feb- 
ruary 28, 1897, be referred to the City 
Auditor.” 


Afternoon Session. 

Before taking up the special order of 
business, the oil ordinance was brought 
up for reconsideration. Councilman 
Toll moved that the ordinance be so 
amended as to make the distance from 
property at which oil could be stored 
100 feet. The ordinance was then 
passed again in its amended form, 

City Attorney Dunn appeared. and 
stated that Allen was attempting to 
cinch his claim on the electric-light 
franchise by depositing his bid of $2100 
with the City Treasurer. The City 
Treasurer and Auditor were not in- 
clined to accept the money until ad- 
vised so to do by the City Attorney, 
Dunn. He was anxious to stfengthen 
his legal standing before beginning 
suit by a tender of his deposit. The 
Council, after hearing an explanation 
of the! matter, sefused to take any ac- 
tion in the matter, other than to-leave 
to the City Attorney how best to ad- 
vise the City Treasurer. 


MAIN STREET PAVING, 


Henry A. Barclay, attornéy for the 
protestants against the acceptance of 
the Main-street paving, appeared and 
stated that he had no knowledge of 
what had happened at the meeting of 
the special committee except what had 
been reported in the newspapers. He 
said that the analysis of Price & Son 
bore out every statement made by the 
property-owners. The pavement was 
worthless, as the chemists said it must 
be, when made of such materials. His 
clients were prepared to make good 
every assertion they had uttered, and 
he was anxious to have them put un- 
der oath. The moment that this street 
‘should pass through their hands, after 
payment, it became the propery of the 
city, and every taxpayer must help 
pay for its maintenance. He declared 
that he said advisedly that there had 
not been one point in which the con- 
tractor had attempted to comply with 
the specifications. The contractor, nad 
said that.the specifications were faulty 
‘and that he had been making a better 
pavement than was cated for, In clos- 
ing, he suggested that three lots of sam- 
ples, one stamped with the seal of the 
city, one lotto, be given to the presi- 
dent of the Council to be sent to what- 
ever chemist he saw fit, and one of the 
other lots to be given to each of the 
interested parties to do as they saw fit 
,with. 

Judge McKinley said that he had said 
that the report was a reflection on the 
chemists and he had so declared in his 
criticism of Price & Mon, at the time 
the report was received. He claimed 
that he had not intended to make any 
imputations against the committee al- 
though it had been so implied. The 
report was a lie on its face. Jf not 
the pavement was rotten and would 
plainly show its condition. In coneclu- 
sion he insisted on a full investigation. 

Councilman Grider thought that there 
was no need to have more analyses 
made by the city. He favored im- 
mediate action, so that the people and 
the contractors might know where they 
stood, 

Councilman Toll thought that such 
action was premature because the spe- 
cial committee had not yet made its 
report. Councilman Mathuss was of 
the same opinion. Councilman Blan- 
chard wanted the Council .to act at 
once and not to make further delay 
.by sending away for more analyses. 

Councilman Nickell said the allega- 
tions of the property-owners against 
the gutters and the concrete were not 
borne out by the investigation of the 
Council, which thought that work had 
been well done. The committee, how- 
ever, had decided to have more an- 
alyses made, but it had not yet had 
opportunity to make its report. 

Councilman Hutchison wished the an- 
alysis of Price & Son considered as evi- 
dence, as it had been decided not to 
have further analyses made. 

John T. Jones,,attorney for the con- 
tractor, then said that the committee 
was bound to investigate the. matter to 
the fullest extent. . | a? 

Councilman Hutchison moved that 
the Council adjourn for one hour to 
examine the pavement and vote upon

put in its hands. It had collected evi- 
dence and examined the ground and 
was therefore beiter fitted to pass on 
the matter than the Council, who. had 
paid little attention to the matter. 

Mr. Barclay expected to show that 
there were boulders four and six inches 
in diameter where the specifications 
called for gravel and he would pro- 
duce the evidence of reputable and 
credible witnesses to prove all the 
charges that had been made against the 
contractors’ methods. 

THE PAVEMENT. 

The midétion té take a recess for the 
purpose of examining the pavement 
was then carried, and the Council, 
With the exception of President Silver, 
took the Grand avenue street car to 
Thirty-seventh street. They walked 
over the new pavement from there to 
Adams street, and carefully examined 
the work. There was considerable dif- 
ference of opinion about the paving. 
In every place tested it was easily dug 
up with a penknife, and when wet, dis- 
solved and melted between the fingers 
like sand. The gutters were full of a 
black half-liquid substance which had 
forced its way up from between the 
stones; and was said to be crude pe- 
troleum, 

On assembling again at the City 
Hall at 4:30 o’clock, Councilman Grider 
moved that when the Council ad- 
journed it be with the understanding 
that the Council meet tomorrow at 10 
o’clock and that further consideration 
of the Main-street paving be -post- 
poned until that time. , 

A message from the Mayor was re- 
ceived, which proved to be a veto of 
the boiler ordinance. The Mayor’s 
communication read as follows: 

“To the Honorable City Council: I 
herewith respectfully return to your 
honorable body unapproved by me the 
ordinance approved by your honorable 
body March 1, 1897, and entitled “An 
ordinance providing for the inspection 
of steam boilers and elevators, ete.” 

“My objection to the ordinance as it 
now reads is that under its provisions 
the boiler and elevator inspectors and 
the examining board of engineers are 
made a financial burden to the munici- 
pality. Heretofore they were self-sus- 
taining. For two yvears one man acted 
as inspector and performed his work 
to the entire satisfaction of the City 
Council under which he served, at a 
salary of $100 a month. Now, by the 
ordinance you have just adopted, it is 
proposed to allow the inspector an as- 
sistant at a salary of $75 a month, and 
the members of the examining board an 
increase, thus niaking the expense of 
cénducting this denartment about $1100 
per annum more than it was under,the 
old ordinance. 

“There is a tjuestion in-my mind if 
one inspector cannot make all neces- 
Sary inspections and yet have a much 
easier time than some of the other city 
employés who receive a smaller salary 
and perform work that is difficult and 
requires peculiar fitness. During the 
two years previous to the time that the 
old ordinance was repealed, there was 
not a fatality as a result of defective 
boilers, ete. And during this time, too, 
the office of boiler inspector, etc., was 
self-sustaining. But under the provis- 
ions of the erdinance I now refuse to 
sign this department: of the city govern-' 
ment cannot be made self-sustaining, 
The expense-under this ordinance would 


amount to $2280-per.-annhum at the. very: 


losvest, making no allowance for inci- 
dental expenses .necessary in carrying 
on the work of the department. The ex- 
pense of the department last. year was 
between $1300 and $1400, and the receipts 
were about $1600, so that the office was 
more than self-sustaining. I am in- 
formed that under no circumstances 
can the revenues of the office be so 
great this year as.-last, and if this 
should prove to be the case it will be 
necessary to draw on the treasury to 
sustain a department which has in-the 
past sustained itself and been a source 
of revenue to the city. It is probable, 
however, that in adopting this ordi- 
nance your honorable body was fully 
aware of the fact that the costs would 
be much greater than the receipts, and 
‘for this reason provided that the in- 
spector, his assistant and the examin- 
ing engineers should be paid out of the 
salary fund of the city instead of the 
receipts. as was provided by the old 
ordinance. 

“It is purely on the ground of econ- 
omy that I return this ordinance with- 
our my approval. This is a time when 
the city cannot afford additional: finan- 
cial burdens. The very strivtest econ- 
omy is an absolute-necessity, and any 
legislation on your part that is not in 
the line with economy will not meet 
my approval, no matter how often your 
honorable body may see fit to pass 
measures over my veto, It is only a few 
weeks ago that the Council appointed a 
Committee on retrenchment in the mat- 
ter of salaries. A member of your 
Finance Committee is quoted in a 
morning daily newspaper as late as 
vesterday as follows: 

“*This Retrenchment Committee is a 
great thing; salaries were $100 to $500 
more than the previous month and it 
was a short month, too.” _ 

“Every member of. your’ honorable 
body is, ar if he is not, saould ke, 
aware that®# the city is running from 
$4000 to $5000 a month behind .the allow- 
ance for carrying on. the city govern- 
ment for a year. Under these circum- 
Stances the very greatest economy 
should be exercised in every cepart- 
ment. Only. in cases that absoiutely 
demand it should expenditures, no mat- 
ter how small,~be made. . 

“It is for all of the above reasons 
that LI return the inclosed’ ordinance 
Without my signature.”’ 

Councilman Baker moved a recon- 
sideration of.the vote by which the 
ordinance was passed, and Councilman 
Nickell moved that that part referring 
to the deputy inspectors be eliminated. 
There was no second to the latter mo- 
tion. Councilman Hutchison then 
moved that the ordinance+«be passed, 
the Mayor’s veto to the contrary not- 
withstanding. He asserted that the 
revenues would pay all gxpenses of the 
Offices created. 

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 

The ordinance was passed by a vote 
of 8 to 1, Councilman Nickell alone 
voting in the negative. 

The following report of the City At- 
torney was presented: , 

“In accordance with your instruc- 
tions, I have prepared a contract and 
bond with Martin M, Levering for 
furnishing decomposed granite and the 
Same has been delivered to him for 
execution.

That part of the supplementary re- 
port of the Board of Public Works re- 
lating to the opening of a street at an 
expense of $490 to the city from Ellis 
avenue to St. James Park, was denied 
adoption by the Council because it was 
a matter in which the city had no in- 
terest and was for the improvement 
solely of private property. Councilman 
Toll, in whose ward the street lay, led 
‘the opposition.to the approval of that 
part of*the report.

The following petition was’ filed by

would respectfully petition your 
honorable. body to so amend*the or- 
dinance creating the office of Market 
Inspector that said inspector may be 
provided. with a regular numbered po- 
lice star. There are rules and regula- 
tions governing the public market; the 
city expects them to be inforced, and 
I have given a bond to said city for 
the faithful performance of the duty 
of inspector. My star:’has been called 
in, and have had nothing to show fcr 
four weeks past that I have any right 
to enforce these rules and regulations. 
It places me at a great disadvantaze. 
I feel ‘that I am asking -nothing but 
what is right and just. It is an. im- 
possibility to enforce the ordinance reg- 
ulating the market unless I have the 
legal show of authority to-do it.’ 

The Council :was unwilling to take 
any action, because of the firm stand 
recently taken. by the Police Commis- 
sioners against the issuance of pvlice 
stars.

They now propose to go along their 
way quietly in the discharge of their 
sanitary duties and to refuse to turn 
over the offices. In this way they ex- 
pect to force the new appointees to in- 
stitute mandamus proceedings and the 
title to the places will be thoroughly 
aired in the courts. — 

If the new ordinance had been passed 
early enough yesterday to permit its 
publication, the Council would have met 
last night in special session and the 
new inspectors would have been named. 
It is now probable that they will be 
elected tomorrow. The following men 
are supposed to have been agreed upon:

ject. It is only necessary to say, in 
this connection, that all reasonable 
citizens ask is that capital as well as 
Wbor shall respect the law of the coun- 
try. There are certain laws relating to 
and if 
these great aggregations’ of capital 
treat those laws with contempt, how 
can it be expected that the laboring 
classes shall cheerfully conform to the 
laws which apply to them? 

“There does not appear to have been 
any valid reason for the New York trust 
investigation. The inquiry which has 
recently been going on in that city 
springs from the assumption that 


_ trusts are an evil to the community, 


but that is purely an a priori assump- 
tion. We are not defending trusts. 
They are undoubtedly an evil, but not 
in the way so many people suppose. 
Has the fact ever been satisfactorily 
established that trusts and kindred or- 
ganizations are an evil to the com- 
munity? The only desire which the 
public have as regards the industrial 
enterprises in their midst is that they 
may obtain the greatest amount of this 
world’s goods at the lowest cost. If 
trusts contravene this purpose they 
are an evil. But have they done so? 
“We think it cannot be shown that 
they have done so. The price of al- 
most every commodity has fallen in 
recent years, and certainly the decline 
has been as great in commodities pro- 
duced by the trusts as in others; that 
is, generally speaking. In this connec- 
tion, attention may be called to the 
great drop in such trust commodities 
as oil and sugar. It goes without say- 
ing that in an-age when so much idle 
capital is seeking employment, prices 
are bound to approximate the minimum 
point. Any attempt on the part of 
producers to arbitrarily force higher 
prices, providing the existing rate fur- 
nishes a living profit, is in the nature 
of things sure to be followed by the 
employment of new capital by parties 
whose cupidity is excited by the en- 
hancing process.. A’ wisely managed 
trust ts content to accept the lowest 
possible return on its unit of produc- 
tion; otherwise it may be _ tolerably 


sure that it will before very long have 


to buy out a number of competitors. 
In some cases combinations are rash 
enough to attempt to keep prices at 
abnormally. high figures. They meet 
with a measure of success for a time, 
but the result to them in the end is 
pretty sure to be more or less disas- 
trous. The recent collapse of the steel 
rail and similar pools is sufficient proof 
of this assertion. . 

“But it may be said that trusts are a 
menace to investors. Attention has 


-Jately been called to the fact that stock- 


holders in certain.of these organiza- 
tions have had to wait until the New 
York investigation in order to learn 
certain facts regarding their invest- 
ments which should have been fur- 
_ ifshed them long since by their various 
companies. This is alluded to by many 


as indicating the dangerous character] I 


aSkeay however;

deserve no protection. The peculiar 
condition surrounding trusts have long 
been known to investors, and the latter 
have operated with their eyes open, 
that is, to the extent of knowing that 
they could know nothing. In _ other 


~ words, trust stocks are, to& greater or 


less extent, a gamble, a fact which 
is and has been perfectly well known 
to everybody. 

“Tt is perfectly ssnaaithte to admit that 
trusts are in many ways an evil with- 
out at all implying that they should 
be subjected to such processes as that 


witnessed the past week in New York. 


A trust is the result of a high de- 
gree of intellect brought to bear upon 
business questions. This amount of 
intellect would not be devoted to this 
particular end were it not for the hope 
of large gains. Where once you legis- 
late to destroy this hope, you destroy 
the incentive to business activity on 


the part of the péople most capable of | 


producing the largest. results. We 
should probably not approve of all of 
the methods employed by the Rocke- 
fellers, the Carnegies, the Havemeyers 
and°others of that kind, but it is at 
Jeast pertinent to ask how near we 
should have come to our present in- 
dustrial development had such minds 
as these been diverted to other chan- 
nels. Selfish considerations are apt, in 
the long run, to redound to the inter- 
est of the race at large. Every era in 
the world’s history had been marked 
by individual selfishness in the pursuit 
of business ends, but by a merciful 
dispensation of Providence. this has re- 
sulted in the steady improvement in the 
conditionse of human existence. 

“The question is, can we afford to 
make life a burden to our brightest 
By haling them fre- 
quently before investigating commit- 
tees, and by putting them in the posi- 
tion of semi-criminals, shall we accom- 
rlish any real good for the community? 
Will the lazy and incompetent find life 
any easier? Will employment be any 


~ more abundant and wages any higher 


forthe laboring classes? In short, is 
not natural law more competent to set- 
tle the question of trusts than is the 
legislature of even the great State of 
New York?’ 


COMMERCIAL. 

PURE FOODS. ‘The Times has on 
occasions called attention to 
the crusade against the selling of 
adulterated foods which has been in- 
augurated by the health department of 
San Francisco. Late reports from that 
city state that the fight is being pushed, 
and that all who are found handling 
adulterated foods will be vigorously 
prosecuted. A few days ago an in- 
spector swore to thirteen complaints 
against well-known merchants who are 
charged with having sold food supplies 
that were adulterated in violation of the 
pure-food law of the State. Among the 
adulterated articles named are rasp- 
béfry syrup; Condensed milk and honey. 
Inspector Dockery, who made the com- 
plaints. spoke as follows toa San Fran- 
eisco Chronicle reporter in regard to 
the prosecution of this campaign, for 
pure food: 

“Now that we have. had: 
standing with the prosecuting officers 
and the courts, it will be much easier 
to conduct a successful warfare against 
adulterated foods. I: have secured a 
large number of samples ‘of jellies sold 
by various dealers, and, under the rul- 
ing of the District Attorney, they can 
be quickly passed upon by the chemist. 
If the goods have been adulterated it 
means the arrest and prosecution of at 
fifty dealers. 

“We will keep the courts busy until 
the merchants awaken to the fact that 
they must purchase only pure goods; 
then, of course, they will avoid trouble. 
It will not take long for the matter 
to regulate itself, to a large extent. Re- 
tail dealers are not going to buy goods 
from a house that has deceived them 
as to the purity.of the articles, and in 
time adulterated goods will not be 
shipped to this market.” 

It is to be hoped that this movement 
will not be altogether confined to San 
Franciseo. ‘There is plenty of room 
for a little well-directed energy in this 
in Los Angeles.

is obvious that those Trustees who 
re opposed to granting the franchise 
in hopes that a policy of delay will 
/gradually wear out public fnterest in 
i¢he matter and allow them to act un- 
rammeled by protests from their con- 
ptituents. This expectation, however, 
does not seem likely to be fulfilled. It 
js obvious that a large proportion of 


I. the citizens of Pasadena are strongly in 


favor of the Terminal franchise. They 
promise to make themselves heard very 
goon with no uncertain sound. sia 

When the Council convened this 
afternoon T. E. Gibbon presented, in 
behalf of the Terminal, a request for 
a franchise over the following route: 
Beginning at the Terminal tracks on 
Green street, thence east on Green 
to Raymond ayenue, north on Ray- 
mond to Colorado street, east on Col- 
orado to Euclid avenue, north on 
Euclid to Villa street, east on Villa to 
Elm avenue, south on Elm to Maple 
street, east on Maple to the city limits; 
also’ from the corner of Los Robles 
avenue south to. Walnut street, and 
west on Wainut to Euclid, connecting 
with the line already described. 

Mr. Gibbon, in support of this re- 
quest, said that the route had been se- 
lected with a view of trenching as little 
as possible upon the lines of the old 
company and at the same time satis- 
fying the demands of property-owners. 
He read a letter from James Smith, a 
large owner of Union street frontage 
and the largest owner on Green street, 
expressing his entire willingness to 
havé the Terminal pass his property. 
Mr. Gibbon said: that.in his opinion no 


route could be selected which would 


terfere less with the old company, and 
he could see no reason why’ the fran- 
chise should not be granted unless the 
Council had decided not to allow the 
Terminal any route within the corpo- 
rate limits of F ena. aie 

‘E. C. Webster, in behalf of the Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles Railway, then 
submitted to the Council ‘a written 
proposition from that company, offer- 
ing to light the streets of the city, free 
of charge, upon the exptration of the 
present. contract with the Electric 
Lighting. Company, provided the city 
would agree that no street: railway 
franchise along any of the streejfs of 
 ‘%e.city should be granted to any per- 
son or corporation other than the Pasa- 
dena and Angeles Railway, during 
the term of the franchise it now holds. 
The company also offered to increase 
the number of electric lights from time 
to time, in proportion to the increase in 
population, and to sell tickets to Los 


Angeles in books.of fifty at a rate of] 


10 cents each way. The communica- 
tion closed with the further offer ‘‘to 
extend the present lines to the dif- 
ferent’ portions of Pasadena as rapidly 
as .business. will permit such exten- 
sions.” 

Mr. Webster expressed the belief that 
if the Terminal franchise should be 
granted, the old company would either 
be sold out by the sheriff or would have 
to sell out to the Terminal. He did not 
believe that the Council could afford 
to force the company into such. a po- 
sition. “Southern California ‘cannot 
afford,” said Mr. Webster, “to wreck 
this road after the disastrous failures 
of the Los Angeles Railway and the 
Mount Lowe Railway. Mr. Clark and 
Mr. Sherman are good and noble gen- 
tlemen. They built ‘this road not be- 
cause they wanted to make money, but 
because they love Pasadena; they love 
the climate and they love the people.” 

The crowd behind the railing evi- 
deritly did‘-not share Mr. Webster's 
view of the. philanthropic motives of 
his. partners, for this statement was 
received with laughter. 

Gibbon commented upon the 
street-lighting proposition submitted 
by, Mr. Webster, declaring that it 
would: be against public policy for the 
city to enter into such a contract, bind- 
ing itself hand and foot. If the city 
should thus put itself in the hands of | 
a single corporation, it would keep out 
the very people who would be most 
desirable as residents. ‘Transportation 
facilities are more vital to Pasadena’s 
growth than any other one thing. Mr. 
Gibbon said that he believed that in 
ten years Los Angeles would have a 
cuarter of a million people, and that if 
Pasadena desired to share in this 
fyrowth it must have a thirty or thirty- 
minute service to‘that city. This 
‘ould only result from competition. 
Possibly competition - might hurt the 
(ld company for a time, but in ‘the end 
it would be a benefit, because it would 
50 greatly increase the population. 

Mr. Gibbon alluded to the period after 
the boom when all Southern California 
was at Aow ebb. At. that time the 
Terminal was built to Pasadena and it 
proved a great benefit to the’ town. 
When the. electric road was; built it 
took 95 per cent. of the Terminal’s busi- 
ness. Yet the Terminal did not: come 
before the Council and ask it to exclyde 
thé ‘electric road. Mr. Gibbon declared 
that the Terminal is not now asking 
any special privileges but only a fair 
show and equal terms. . 

A. R. ‘Metcalfe addressed the Council 
in behalf of the electric road. He took 
exception to the statement that the ad- 
vent of the Terminal would ultimately 
increase the business of the old com- 
pany. ‘He delieved that the :competi- 
tion wotld force 'the old company into 
the hands of a receiver. If the road 
should be wrecked it would discourage 
all investment of Eastern capital in 


_ Pasadena. The tourist hotel that had 


been talked of,could not be built. 
Dr... G. Roscde Thomas made an em- 


phatic protest against excluding the/ 


Terminal railway, and said thay if it 
should be shut out the popular indigna- 
tion would develop into a tempest. 
This was construed by Trustee Hamil- 
ton as a threat, and with some heat he 
moved to postpone the whole matter 
for one week. After a few more re- 
marks by Dr. Thomas, the motion was 
carried, Trustees Hartwell, Patten and 
Hamilton voting aye and Trustee Rey- 
nolds voting no. Mr. Washburn was 
absent. 
Just before adjournment Trustee Rey 
nolds offered a resolution declaring for- 
Meited those unused parts of the ‘old 
company’s franchise which cover the 
route now asked for by the Terminal. 
Mr, Reynolds explatned that hig only 
object was to prevent the old company 
from again stealing a march upon the 
Council... As objections wefe made to 
‘the resolution as drawn, Mr, Reynolds 
modified it so as“to covet Euclid ave- 
nue between Colorado and Villas Villa

Real Estate Transactions Going On 
Merrily—Recent Sales, 

SAN PEDRO, March 8.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The boom continues 
to enlarge. Every day the-streets are 
more filled with people than they were 
the day before, and sales of real estate 
@re going merrily forward. More or 
less talk is heard out of town that the 
real estate question is being overdone 
here, but the local real estate men 
deny this. They declare that property 
can be bought at a lower figure in San 
Pedro than in almost any town in 
Southern California of equal popula- 
tion, the locations being correspond- 
ingly equal. They say that this is 
true regardless of the harbor outlook 
which San Pedro has. It is pointed out 
that five lots on Beacon.street (being 
in the southern part of town) where 
they front on and overlook the inner 
harbor, were sold a day or two ago 
for $2200. These lots are each 45 feet 
front by 110° feet deep. Lots on the 
same stret fronting where they over- 
look both the inner and outer harbors 
are offered at $1000 each. These are 
166x55 feet. 

Ed Mohar today sold the property 
50x75 feet on the southeast corner of 
Sixth and Beacon streets to H. C. 
Reiter of Los Angeles for $7500. This 
location is in the hollow in what is 
now the business part of town.

Rails and Prevents Relaying by

Early yesterday morning the Los An- 
geles Consolidated put men at work 
tearing up the double ninety-foot tracks 
belonging to the Los Angeles Traction 
Company at the southwest corner. of 
Lake View and Seventh street. This 
piece of track was put down by the 
Traction Company some time ago and 
it was supposed that by doing this they 
would be enabled to hold a franchise 
which they possess, to continue their 
tracks on Seventh beyond Lake View 
street. However that may be, the Con- 
solidated men had the ties and rails 
of the short track neatly piled by the 
sidewalk by 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. The Traction Company got word 


‘Of what was gding on and sent a crew 


of men to rebuild the track. 

Im the mean time the Los Angeles 
Consolidated men had left Lake View 
and Seventh and were working at Al- 
varado street. When the Traction em- 
ployés began replacing the ties, the men 
working for the Consolidated went over 
with @ much stronger force of teams 
and men, compelling the former to clear 
the coast or be trampled upon by the 
teams. The Traction kept a few scat- 
tered men at work during the re- 
mainder of the day, but no work was 
performed by either side.- Both were 
apparently sparring for wind. 3 

It appears that yesterday was_ the

Specuintion es to Proposed New 
Railroad to San Pedro. 
REDONDO, March 8.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] While there are no an- 
nouncements,made officially regarding 
the question. the beief is general that 
the Los Angeles and Redondo Railway 
Company will at an early..date extend 
its lines toSan Pedro. The railway line 
now overated by the company runs 
nearly directly south from the Los-An- 
geles station to Gardena, and there 
makes a sharp turn to the westward, 
which carries the line to Redondo. This 
line is a little over seventeen miles in 
length. San Pedro lies almost due 
south of Gardena and .is rather less 
than ten miles from that place. The 
addition of a branch from Gardena to 


overated by the company would make 
twenty-seven miles, or thereabout, al- 
together. 

Now it is known that at the. recent 
meeting of the stockholders of ecom- 
pany the purchase of 4000 tons or more 
of steel rails was authorized. T..is 


nouncement of the decision of the Har- 
bor board. The rails, the purchase of 
which was authorized, are to,weigh be- 
tween sixty and seventy pounds to the 
vard. Assuming that the weight is as 
high as seventy pounds to the yard, 
it would require twice that amount, or 
140 pounds of rails for each. running 
yard of track. Four thousand tons 
would be 8,000,000 pounds. Dividing this 
number by 140, the number of pounds 
for each yard of track, would give 
57,140 yards, or a little over thirty miles. 
Such a quantity of rails would therefore 
replace those now used by the com- 
pany between Redondo and Los An- 
geles, lay the proposed line between 
Gardena and San Pedro, and leave 
nearly three miles for switches, turn- 
outs, etc. 

The weight of the rails proposed to 
be purchased is considerably heavier 
than that of the rails which thé com- 
pany now uses, but is hardly sufficient 
for the heaviest steam railway traffic. 
It is therefore thought the company 
contemplates having the new line elec- 


trized.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Trouble of ‘Abating! Nuisances on 

Lots of Non-Residents, | 
: After some preliminary caucusing in 
private inthe Mayor’s office, the Loard 


of Health met in regular session, with 


all members present. 

A ‘cémmunication was read from 
residents in the vicinity of Tenth, 
Hoover and Bush streets, who com- 
plained of a nuisance on Sixteenth 
street between Hoover and Bush 
streets. There was said to be a Jarge 
pool of water there from two to ten feet 
deev, and covered with a rich green 


scum. A number of other cases of a/ 


similar nature were referred to by 
members of the toard. By some mem- 
bers it was maintained that where such 
places were on the property of non- 
residents, the board had no authority 
to abate the nuisance. At Edgeware 
road and Douglas and at Court and 
Douglas streets chixiren have been 

laying on rafts, at the danger of their 

ves. The city, Muyor Snyder said, had 
no authority to fill up such lots and 
hold the expense as a lien on the prop- 
erty. Senator Bulla, unfortunately, had 
not been successful in, his attempt to 
secure legislation to remedy such con- 
ditions. Another obstacle had been 
that the owners in some cases had 
sometimes made assignments to non- 
residents in order to avoid liability for 
such nuisances. On motion of Dr. 
Moore the matter was referred to the 
Council. 

The Health Officer was then instruct- 


- ed to take steps to abate the nuisance 


at the southeast corner of Seventh and 
Alvarado streets, and also between 
Seventh and Eighth and Vernon and 
Whittier streets. 

The report of Meat and Milk fn- 
svector Dodson was read and ordered 
filed. Of tests of milk of twenty-six 
dairies, all were up to the standard 
percentage of butter fat save those of 
the Shenoa and Fraser dairies, which 
were only 2.5 per cent. 

An application was received from 
Mrs. Mary A. Benson for a position as 
health inspector.

Fifty-two of the unemployed men of 


this city were given work yesterday onj. 


the new boulevard which is to be con- 
structed in Elysian Park. Only resi- 
dent men with families were given 
work and many had to be turned away 
by Superintendent GC. Wilde, because 
of.a lack of shovels, and the fact that} 
the surveyor had but partly finished the 
survey. At an early hour over one 
hundred men were on the ground ready 
‘to go to work, but as the shovels and 
picks did not arrive on time, the work 
did not begin till almost 9 o’clock. 

The men were put to work at the 
edge of the sidewalk on Buena Vista 
street about four hundred feet south of 
the river bridge and C. L. Wilde has 
charge of the men, being assisted in the 
work by A. H. Miller. The ground, 
where grading was commenced yester- 
day is of a sandy nature and easily 
gave way to the pick, and in some 
places, the shovel. However, several 
men were put to drilling holes where 
a harder sandstone was discovered, pre- 
paratory to blasting. Today several 
teams will. be employed to do some 
plowing where the earth is soft. 

The boulevard will be fifty feet wide, 
and at the Buena Vista street bridge 
stone steps will be put in. to make 
an-entrance to the park at that point. 
Stone walls will be constructed along 
Buena Vista street, above which will 
be green banks ascending to the boule- 
vard proper. The proposed boulevard 
will gradually ascend the hill till the 
old burro trail is reached, where a fine 
view may be had of the adjoining coun- 
try, including Pasadena and San Fer- 
nando Valley. From the old burro 
trail the boulevard winds around the 
hill and pumping station, ascending the 
setond hill to where the burro trail 
and Solonos property meet. This is as 
far as the survey has been completed, 
but the surveyors expect to follow the 
old trail into Chavez ravine, and on to 
Griffith Park. 

As the bottom of the road is of soft 
sandstone, it can readily be seen that 


the boulevard will made an ideal drive
